AMERICAN  ARBORVITAE.  (Thuja  occidentalis.) 

A native  tree  of  close  vigorous  growth  with  pecu- 
liar flat  foliage.  Excellent  for  quick  effect,  for 
groups,  hedges,  and  formal  planting. 

GLOBE-ARBORVITAE.  (Thuja  occidentalis  globo- 
sa.)  Ball-shaped,  with  the  branches  and  typical 
arborvitae  foliage  very  compact.  Very  hardy. 

HOVEY’S  ARBORVITAE.  (Thuja  occidentalis 
Hoveyi.)  A low-growing  form,  dense,  compact  in 
growth,  forming  a round  head;  bright  green  foliage. 

PYRAMIDAL  ARBORVITAE.  (T.  occidentalis 
pyramidalis.)  A most  valuable  upright  evergreen, 
of  dense,  compact  habit.  Foliage  light  green; 
columnar  form. 

VERVAENE’S  ARBORVITAE.  (T.  occidentalis 
Vervaeneana.)  Smaller  than  some  other  forms  and 
of  a dense  habit.  The  twigs  are  slender  and  foliage 
is  of  a yellow  tone. 

WARE’S  ARBORVITAE.  (T.  occidentalis  Wareana.) 

One  of  the  most  desirable  of  the  pyramidal  arbor- 
vitae, growing  in  more  compact  form  and  of 
smaller  size  than  the  type. 

WOODWARD  ARBORVITAE.  (T.  occidentalis 
Woodwardi.)  Ball-shaped,  with  compact  branches. 

Tsuga — The  Hemlock 

CANADA  HEMLOCK.  (T.  canadensis.)  A native 
tree  of  the  eastern  states,  with  fine  dark  green 
needles  and  the  branches  slightly  drooping.  Good 
for  mass  planting  and  also  as  a specimen. 


ROSTER  BLUE  SPRUCE.  (P.  pun- 
gens Kosteri.)  Its  distinguishing 
feature  is  the  beautiful,  silvery  blue 
color,  which  makes  it  a very  effect- 
ive specimen. 


Low  growing  evergreens  are  especially  good  here,  as  the  white 
background  makes  an  excellent  foil  for  their  color. 
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A naturalistic  pool  skillfully  planted  with  evergreens  and  rock 
plants  make  this  a most  inviting  spot.  Grounds  of 
Mr.  Walter  A.  Smith,  Evanston,  Illinois. 


Juniperus — The  Junipers  and  Cedars 
PFITZER  JUNIPER.  (Juniperus  chinensis  pfitzer- 
iana.)  A splendid  new  Juniper  of  broad  spreading, 
upright  growth,  with  deep,  clear  green  foliage. 
One  of  the  best  for  groups  and  for  low  planting. 


SAVIN  JUNIPER.  (Juniperus  sabina.)  A low 

growing,  spreading  bush,  with  dense  dark  green 
foliage.  A fine  evergreen  for  rock  gardens  or 
places  where  a low  plant  is  desired.

NORWAY  SPRUCE.  (Picea  excelsa.)
